Dear Mr. Hoover; 

I have enclosed copies of two letters concerning an Inquiry I made 
regarding three excerpts from the Dallas Police Department radio-log of 
November 22, 1963, As you v/lll note, the Acting Chief of Police of Dallas 
an H. W, Stevenson, has refused to make any comment on the matter. 

Since the transcripts ( CE 197^) have been printed in the Warren 
Commission Report and contain several unanswered questions, I feel that 
the government should have Included the Investigative results. Here we 
have three Instances where suspicious parsons, at least two of them armed 
with weapons, were observed and no evidence Is available to Indicate that 
any law enforcement agency made an effort to apprehend them, I for one, 
would like wry much to know If these suspects had any connection with 
the assassination of President Kennedy. Since your people and the Eteillas 
police worked together on this case and they will not oomjoent on the ' 
matter, I am hoping that you will be able to supply me with a more satis- 
factory answer to the questions In ray attached letter.
